The other evening while reading a true 
letter from “A Gold Star” in the Post- 
Dispatch I not only sympathized with 
this party, but. recalled several things 
which I consider lack of appreciation of 
the deeds our men in uniform have done.

Shows Tour Over 


Route Is Not Ad- 


visable atPresent. 


A tour to Ha Ha Tonka, Mo., was 
made by the automobile editor of 
the Post-Dispatch last week and the 
ionly route open between Jefferson 
City and Ha Ha Tonka is in such 
rough condition at the present time 
that it is not advisable to attempt a 
tour over these roads for a month 
at least. 

The recent rains have 
caused the route shown the Au- 
tomobile Blue Book from Versailles 
to Linn Creek to become almost im- 
passable in places. The route from 
Tuscumbia to Linn Creek is as bad. 
The route from Lebanon north is 
also weported in poor condition. Aft- 
er making numerous inquiries it was 
found that the preferred route at 
this time is by way of Brazito from 
Jefferson City, southwest through 
Hickory Hill, Spring Garden, Etter- 
ville, Eldon, Aurora Springs, Coop- 
er, Bagnell, Zebra, Linn Creek and 
Ha Ha Tonka. At Bagnell it is nec- 
essary to ferry across the Osage 
River. Krom <Aurora Springs to 
Bagnell the road follows a railroad 
track -and very rough, being un- 
graded and rocky, with several steep 
hills. From Bagnell the road 
cends a high bluff, passing through 
several mudholes in crossing’ the 
river bottom lands. The  scenerv 
along the summit of this bluff is 
beautiful, the Osage, River lying 
more than 300 feet below. The road 
is rough and rocky to Zebra. where 
it hecomes better, with several rough 
stretches between there and Linn 
Creek. From Linn Creek to Ha Ha 
Tonka the road is fairlye good. It 
crosses several small fords and winds 
through some very beautiful Ozark 
mountain scenery.

Transfer of Used Car ‘Must Be Sworn 
to and Certificate Filed With 
Secretary of State. 

The matter of registration for the 
transfer of used automobiles at the 
time of sale is causing much ques- 
tioning among automobilists 

I'nder the new law which Is an 
amendment to the Motor Vehicle 
Law of Missour! passed to curtail 
automobile thefts. and which became 
effective May 21, the sale of an auto- 
mobile is illegal and a fine of $50 is 
imposed if the law is violated. 

It is required that the registration 
certificate issued by John L. Sulll- 
van, Secretary of State. be taken by 
the seller and the buyer of a used 
car before a notary public and signed 
by both. A cony (of the transfer 
blank is then to be:sent to the Sec- 
retary of State accorpanied by a fee 
of 50 cents to make the sale legal 

The law requires that this pro- 
cedure be followed each time a used 
car is sold and dealers selling used 
cares are required to comply with the 
law by obtaining original certificate 
blanks to be filled itn with each 
transaction of this nature 

Transfer certificate blanks may be 
obtained from Se¢retary of State

If a deal for acquiring the 
structure is earried through, he s2:d, 
it is probable the School Board will 
offer for sale its building on the 
northwest corner of Ninth and Lo- 
cust streets and move its admniinis- 
tration offices to the Southern butld- | 
ing. 

Quarters Seriously Needed. 

The proposition of buying the 
Southern Hotel was taken up by the 
School Board because of the serious 
need of such quarters by the Instruc- 
department of the school sys- 
ceni. Under a law passed by the last 
(;eneral Assembly the board will be 
required to maintain a part time and 
continuation class department for 
the purpose of giving special in- 
struction to all children between the 
ages of 14 and 18 who are employed 
and who have not finished their ele- 
mentary school course. The law stip- 
ulates that these pupils shall have 
not less than four hours of class) 
room work each week. It is esti- 
mated by the board that there are 
12,000 or more such children in St. | 
Louls. The new department, it was 
pointed out by Wolfner, should be 
located in a building convenient to 
the business district. A survey has 
been made and it has been ascer- 
tained that fully 85 per cent of the 
12,000 pupils who would attend the 
school are employed within a radius 
of one mile of the Southern Hotei 
building. 

Building Belleved Suitable. 

To provide instruction for each of 
these 12,000 pupils four hours each 
week in classes of 25 will require 
the use of 50 classrooms daily from 8 
o'clock in the morning to 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon. It is thought the 
hotel building is admirably suited 
for the work. 

The Allen estate, owners of the’ 
hotel property, have offered fo sell 
it for $27,000, or approximately 
$4.50 a square foot, which is 50 
cents less a square foot than the 
board received for its property re- 
sold at Fourth and Market 
streets.‘ The building is flreproof, 
stands on a foundation of 270x229 
feet, has six floors and more floor 
space than either the /Soldan or 
Cleveland high school. 

“Without great expense of altera- 
tion, the building could be fitted for 
numerous vocational and trade de- 
partments,’’ Dr. Wolfner said. “The 
Federal and State Governments will 
appropriate an amount equivalent to 
arry sum we set aside for such in- 
struction. Because the students will 
be required to attend their classes 
between the hours of 8 a. m. and 6 
p. m. it will be necessary to provide 
accommodations near where they 
work, rather than near where they 
live.””

Committees Would Adjust All Dif- 
ferences With Employes Un- 
der Its Provisions.

BERLIN, June 7.--A Dill

The councils’ duties will be to pro- 
tect the interests of employes to sup- 
port the employer in furthering his 
business, to see to the carrying out of 
loan agreements, co-operate in 
wage disputes, regulate vacations, to 
increase co-operation between em- 
ployers and empioyes, aid in hiring 
and discharging employes, to support 

the employer by advice and to obtain 
the highest possibie efficiency. 

The employer is obliged to netif: 
| the council confidentially on all ques. 
j; tions concerning employes unless 
that endangers trade secrets. and to 
submit wage books and information 
regarding trade prospects. The coun- 
cll ean hold up every dismissal and 
can force a discharge if the commit- 
tee of adjustment approves.

Hard-Headed Business Men See in Scheme Key

Before the United States entered 
the war a definite “swing” in the 
direction of industrial. partnerships 


ef this kind between capital and la- 
hor seemed under way. In 1915 11° 
ef them were put into operation by 
important enterprises. In 1916 the 
number fell to four, and during the 
years when this country was in the 
conflict there were few develonments 
of such plans. 

With the coming of peace, how- 
ever. the pendulum has swung back 
sharply in the other direction, and 
hard-headed business men who 
jew years aco would have looked 
upon such schemes as visionary and 
impractical have reached the con- 
clusion that there is sound common 
sense behind them. And these hard- 
headed business men are of the type 
who back their beliefs with their dol- 
lars. | 

For there is nothing cheap about 
the inauguration of such a plan. 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., a Chicago mail 
order house, contributed $§1.977,- 
883.19 last year to its employes’ sav- 
ings and profit sharing pension fund. 
The Hastman Kodak Company's plan 
for the sale of common stock to its 
employes was made possible by the 
donation of 10,000 shares of common 
stock, with a market value of $5,- 
700,000, by George Eastman, preai- 
dent of the corporation. , To this the 
company added another block of 
10,000 shares. 

Motives Behind Scheme. 

In some cases the motives behind 
schemes of this kind are largely al- 
truistic. In perhaps the majority of 
cases, however, the company officials | 
state very frankly that they are aim- | 
ing as well at increased production, | 
more efficient service, and a greater 
and continued interest among, the 
employes in the concerns’ welfare. | 

Where the wage earners receive a 
certain definite percentage of either 
the profits or the super-profits (i. e., 
after the regular dividends on the 
common and preferred stock are 
paid), and where the profit-sharing 
plan is on a sufficiently attractive 
basta to bring the “dividend” of the 
individual emplove to a sizable fig- 
ure, it is thought that the employe 
will reason in something after this, 
fashion: “Iam given a certain share 
of the company's profits. The harder 
! work and the better I work, the 
larger my share will be. Therefore | 
fam going to work as hard and as_ 
well as I can.” 

Guaranty Trust's Plan. 

Another way in which this problem 
may be viewed is shown in the fol- 
lowing paragraph from the an-' 


nouncement of the “Additional Com. 
pensation Pian’ of the  Ciuarantyv 
Trust Co. of this city, made by) 


Charles H. Sabin, the president: 

“The first requisite for increased 
earnings in which, under this plan, 
all employes will share will be 
efficient service. Obviously, the fewer. 
employes required to render this! 
service the greater the division of! 
profits per capita. And it is hoped | 
that, as the business of the com- 
pany increases, the efficiency of the) 
employes will increase and that the 
increased service which the Trust | 
Company must render to the public | 
in the future will be taken care of, 
by an increasingly efficient staff of | 
employes, and not by increasing the, 
number of employes.” 
In this connection it is interesting | 
to note what a New England em- 
ployer said of profit-sharing, accord- 
Ing to a Government report on that 
subject issued several years ago. He | 
stated that the object of the systct.:! 
was, “to furnish additional stimull 
for increased efficiency in establish- 
ments where piecework or other 
efficiency method, for some reason 
or other, cannot be successfully ap- 
plied,” and added that the applica- 
tion of the profit-sharing principk 
ie “undesirable and unwise wher» 
mere direct stimuli, such as bonuscs 
on individual efficiency or output 
may be applied.”’ 

Training the Worker.

tause of old age or disability. 
Benefit of System, 

In view of these facts, it is surpris- 
ing that of the 60 employes inter- 
viewed by the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor in compiling the re- 
port, only three of them stated posi- 
tively that the efficiency of their em- 
ployes, either individual or collective, 
had: increased. These three had paid 
unusually large profit-sharing divi- 
dends. 

On the other hand, the consensus 


was almost unanimous that the 
plans had established more. satis- 
factory relations between employer | 
and employe, especially in cases 
where the plans adopted had been 
in operation for a considerablile pe- 
riod. In all cases where employers 
were interviewed on that point the 
percentage of labor turnover had 


been decreased. 

To return for a moment to the 
question the employer's motive in 
adopting a profit-sharing system, it 


seems more than a coincidence that 


again only three of the employers 
interviewed by the Department of 
Labor—and a shrewd guess would 


be that it was the same three—stated 
that the main purpose was to fur- 
nish “an equitable distribution of the 
profitea of the undertaking, as a mat- 
ter of justice, irrespective altogether 
of hopes for increased efficiency.” 
These, the Government report as- 
serts, were considered bona 
cases, as their plans were exception- 


ally liberal, and in two of the cases | 


all of the profits are distributed over 


and above an estimated fair return 
on the investment. 

It is by no means surprising when | 
approached with an appeal based 
upon “a matter of justice’’ the em- 
ploye should yield increased effici- 


ency, and that when the proposition 


‘is put before him on a business ba- 


sis—-a share of the profits in return 


for increased efficiency—he should 
give little or nothing. 
Diplomacy Is Needed. 


As a matter of fact, it is just this 


. 
aspect of the situation that is being 


considered by forward-looking busi- 
ness men. They realize very keenly 
that to draw up a satisfactory profit- 


sharing plan is only one-third the 
game; the other two-thirds is to 
“sell” that idea to their employes. 


To illustrate: 
An executive in a large Fifth Ave- 
nue department store was recently 


discussing details of a plan for group 


insurance, which the company in- 
tends to offer to its employes. ‘The 
system we have in mind will contain 
a number of unusual features,’ he 
“We believe that it is the most 
generous plan so far put forward by 
a large corporation. 

“But we know better than to throw 
this at our employes with a ‘take it 
be damned’ air. A large New Jersey 
corporation some time ago threw a 
welfare plan at its employes in this 
way, and what was the result? Be- 
fore you could say Jack Robins 2 
they had a strike on their hands. 


Were the men striking against the 
welfare plan and its benefits? Not 
exactly. but they were striking 


against having it thrown at them.” 
With reference to such strikes the 
question has been asked why unions 
so 80 often oppose profit-sharing 
schemes of any kind. The answer is 
that often such schemes are em- 
ployed as weapons against the union. 
In one New York corporation with 
National affiliations, employes apply- 
ing for membership in the mutual as- 
sociation are required to sign an 
agreement not to join an “outside 
union.” In other cases the intent is 
not so bald as this, but the employes 
are given to understand that the ben- 
efits of profit-sharing or other wel- 


fare schemes are offered to them in- 
stead of the company recognizing 
their own organization. 


Labor's Point of View. 

Sometimes such schemes meet 
with apparent success, but students 
of the problem believe that In the 
long run the chances are against 
them. simply because both sides do 
not meet on the basis of fair and 
open dealing. The labor point of 
view was expressed by one unton of- 
ficial who eaid it was “Iike negotiat- 
ing with a man who holds a club be- 
hind his back.” 

This takes no account of that other 
point of conflict with unionism. 
question of “speeding up” work by 
various bonus and benefit echemes, 
But, though responsible union of.t- 
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| tate continue hostile to attempts to 
| drive employes at what is considered 
jan unfair pace, only in radical unions 
does the theory of “creating work” 
by restricting output continue to 
hold, though occasionally it is prac- 
ticed even where the theory is dis- 
credited. 

Another cause for the occasional 
failure of such schemes undoubtedly 
lies in the fact that often the corpor- 
ation does not bid enough for its em- 
ployes’ favor. When the bonuses are 
distributed in small amounts quar- 
terly to the recipients they fail to

War Held Up Plans, 

| . Sometimes, also, schemes for the 
purchase of stock by employes fall 
In this category. and, under careful 
| examination, offer “few advantages 
over similar terms extended in ordi- 
nary busines transactions by Stock 
Exchange houses to their clients. 


| During the war so little advance 
iwas made in profit-sharing plans 
that the Department of Labor has 


not tabulated changes in the situa- 
‘tion since 1916. When it made its 
survey in that year there were only 
'60 concerns which maintained what 
are technically known as “full” pro- 
fit-sharing systems, i. e., where at 
least one-third of those employed. 
‘including other than executives and 
clerical employes, receive the bene- 
fits of the plan. 

But now, however, it is safe to estl- 
mate that there are far more than 
that number of syste-ns in operation, 
and the total is increasing practical- 
ly every week. In 1913, when Aneu- 
rin Williams, secretary of the Labor 
Copartnership of Great Britain, pub- 
lished his work entitled “‘Copartner- 
ship and Profit Sharing,” he ex- 
plained the fact that the United 
States lagged behind Europe in this 
direction by saying: “The material 
development of the country has been 
too rapid, the increase in the pro- 
'duction of wealth too great, and the 
openings for men of ability, even 
without capital, too tempting for 
many of the most active minds to 
coneern themselves much with 


. : | 
improvements in industrial relations, 


and the system of sharing wealth.” 
Dividend Upon Wages. 

One of the most interesting of the 
recent profit-sharing schemes an- 
nounced is that of the Simmons Co. 
Kenosha, Wis., a bed manufactur- 
ing concern. It is based upon a prin- 
ciple so simple that it can be grasped 
by any one in a moment. Hach em- 
ploye is paid a “dividend upon 
wages’ equal to the amount that 
his wages would have earned if in- 
vested in the common stock of the 
company. For instance, if a man 
made $1500 one year, he would re- 
iceive as a “dividend upon wages” the 
\same amount paid to the holder of 
$1500 worth of common stock. When 
there is¢éno dividend upon the com- 
mon stock there is no “dividend upon 
wages." When the dividend upon 
‘the common stock increases the ‘di-- 
‘idend upon wages" keeps pace with 
it 
| Every man, woman, 
employed by the comapny is to re- 
celve this dividend. Any employe 
dismissed for cause (and the right of 
appeal is provided) or any employe 
voluntarily resigning his or her posi- 
tion, does not receive the dividend, 
‘but it is paid to any employe tem- 
|} porarily “laid off" or absent for sick- 
ness. In these cases the worker re- 
ceives a dividend upen such sums as 
tie has earned from the company 
during the year. 

Tong Under Considcration. 

“Simmons Co. has had under con- 
sideration for a long period of time 
the question of sharing with the em- 
'ployes upon some equitable basis the 
earnings of the company, and the 
officers have made a very careful 
study of all of the prominent plans 
for stock ownership by employes. 
/bonus systems and profit sharing.” 
said Z G. Simmons, president of the 
company, in announcing the plan last 
May. 

“After the most careful

| Making Just Division.

: Have $20,000 Profit in 20 Years 


N employe of Sears, Roebuck & Co., Chicago, earning $25 a week, 
and depositing 5 per cent of it, or $1.25 a week, with the com- 
pany 's profit-sharing fund will, it is estimated, have to his credit 


$19,044.26 at the end of twenty years, though his own contributions 


will have been only $1,267.50. 

Similary an employe making $50 a week would accumulate about 
$40,000 during the same period if the: profits of the company continue 
at their present rate. 

For every dollar deposited last year with the fund by an employe 
the company paid in $3.26.

The places of departed thousan(+s 
have been taken by men thrown out 
of work through the closing of the 
war munition plants, but all who 
have studied the labor problem 
agree that the peace industries un- 
der the reconstruction boom would 
absorb all the unemployed.

The doomed ships, including the 
famous ol4 Spanish-American war 
squadron consisting of the Oregon. 
fowa, Indiana and Massachusctts and 
more modern but hardly less 
famous Kentucky, Kearsaree, Ala- 
bama, Tilinois, Wisconsir, Ohio, Mis- 
sour! and Maine, composed one of 
the most, if not the most, powerful 
battleship fleets in the world more 
than 15 years ago. | 

Foremost among the achievements 
of these famous old fighting craft is. 
the part they played in the Spanish- 
American war. The Oregon, which 
had been commissioned at San Fran-,. 
cisco in July. 1896, was at Mare 
Island navy yard in 1898 when the 
message was flashed to her com- 
mander that the United States was 
at war with Spain. On March 6, 
1898. the famous old ship cleared the | 
Golden Gate, bound for the West 
Indies, on what proved to be the 
most epoch-making battleship voy-, 
age ever undertaken. With decks 
stripped for action and gun crews at 
their stations the Oregon plowed | 
around Cape Horn, up the east coast | 
of South America and arrived at Key | 
West on May 26, ready for action, 
having made the 14,000-mile voyage | 
in 68 cruising days. Capt. C. E.| 
Clark, the Oregon's commanding of- 
ficer, was ordered to take his ship) 
to Santiago and there join the block- | 
ading squadron which was awaiting 
battle with the Spanish fleet. 

Other Ships Off Cuba. 

In the meantime the Iowa, Massa- 
thusetts and Indiana, sister ships of. 
the Oregon, were attached 
North Atlantic fleet and had already 
arrived off Cuba, the Massachusetts! 
being part of the famous ‘flying 
squadron” under command of Com- 
modore Schley. 

The Oregon, already famous 
throughout the world for her suc- 
cessful voyage to join the American 
fieet in time for the impending bat- 
tle, gained greater glory in the ac- 
tion off Santiago de Cuba on Sun- 
day, July 3, 1898. when Spanish sea 
power was forever humbled and the 
liberation of the Philippines and 
Cuba assured. In that now historic 
sea fight the Oregon ran the Vizcayn”., 
prize of the Spanish fleet, ashore 
after riddiing the craft with hits 
from her eight and 13 inch guns and: 
then engaged in a runnine ficht with 
the Colon, which surrendered after 
having been cut off from the open 
sea by the Oregon and forced to head 
for the beach. A shot at the Colon 
frem one of the Oregon’s 13-inch 
guns was the last shot fired during 
the battle. | 

Both the Indiana and the Iowa. 
participated in the battle at San- 
tlago, the Massachusetts having gone 
to Guantanamo to coal on the day 
of the engagement. The crew of the 
Massachusetts, much disappointed at 
having missed the fight, gained re- 
VYenge the next night when that vesse! 
and the old battleship Texas en- 
Paged and sunk the Spanish cruiser 

eina Mercedes as that vessel at- 
tempted to escape from the harbor 
at Santiago. 

Massachusetts Flagship. 

The Massachusetts was the flag- 
thip of the naval vessels in charge of 
convoying American troops froni 
Cuba to Porto Rico for the Porto 
Rican campaign. A few years ago 
the Texas, later renamed the San 
Marcos, was used as a target for 
later battleships at Tangier Sound in 
Chesapeake Hay. | 

After the Spanish American war 
the Oregon returned to the west 
coast where the glorious old ship, 
then in the height of her fame, was 
received with tremendous demonstra- 
tions. She remained there on duty 
with the Pacific fleet until a decade 
ag0. Her OGsefulness gone, she was 
Placed in reserve commission. 

The Iowa, Massachusetts and In- 
diana participated in the home-com- 
ine of the victorious Atlantic fleet 
after the Spanish-American war and 
remained on duty in home waters 
for many years. After the Oregon 
had been placed in reserye the three 
sister ships were for several years 
used as training vessels and con- 
veyed the midshipmen from the Na- 
val Academy abroad each summer. 
for a practice cruise. Finally they 
oo were moored to the docks in 
navy yards, apparently to rust away.

HAT are the world’s strangest seven animals? An authority 
who ought to know thinks they were assembled the other day at 
the Museum of Natural History.

The queer creature has no teeth at all—his 
long jawbone is quite smooth. His mouth is merely an opening large enough to -permit the opera- 
tion of a long, sticky tongue, with which he catches ants, somewhat as a toad catches flies.

HE public is tired of vamps. Naked- 
ness doesn't win a nickel. Heart kicks 
are what film audiences want—good, 
clean stories with both laughter and 
tears.”’ 

This, briefly, is what movie audi- 
ences want at the moment, according 
to John W. Semler. And as Mr. Semler spends all his 
time trying to find out exactly what kind of pictures 
the public wants, his opinion carries some weight. 


Mr. Semler is a “movie scout.” He is employed by 
a big distributing and export firm, to study the pop- 
ular taste in pictures and report his findings to the 
producers who are under contract to them. His re- 
ports, which are made weekly from various parts of 
the country, guide the producers to a certain extent, 
for their efforts are naturally directed toward giving 
the public what it wants. Naturally many other things 
determine what kind of pictures are to be made, but 
the fact that various companies have “movie scouts” to 
get a line on the popular taste is significant, if nothing 
else. 


Mr. Semler has just returned to New York from 
a six-months tour of the country from Maine to Cali- 
fornia and back. He has visited scores of cities and 
hundreds of motion picture theaters. He has inter- 
viewed hundreds of exhibitors and thousands of movie

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The Weirdest War Story Yet Told 


S PRIVATE PAUL L. NACE the hero of the 
most astounding adventure that befell a United 
States soldier during the war? 

Or is he a romancer before whose imaginative 
genius the jaws of Baron Muenchausen and Sir 
John Mandeville would drop in admiring de- 
spair? 

These worthies, whose histories are monuments of 
methodical mendacity unparalleled in literature, were 
never confronted by a courtmartial and ordered to 
prove their narratives on pain of suffering the penalty 
meted out to deserters during the time of war. If so, 
their books would contain prefaces narrating how each 
kept an involuntary rendezvous with the hangman or 
a firing squad. 

Private Nace has undergone such an ordé&l and has 
emerged in triumph. For seven months he was under 
investigation by the authorities of Camp Devens, Mass. 
During a prolonged and gruelling examination army 
experts, secret service agents, astute attorneys and 
hard-headed military officers pitted their wits against 
this boyish doughboy of 24 years, with his candid face 
and ingenuous manner. He regaled them with the most 
amazing narrative ever told to a courtmartial. They 
assailed it with every resource at their command. At 
the end the fabric stood unshaken and unscathed. So 
there was nothing left for the authorities to do but 
order his honorable discharge from the army and 
award him his back pay and bonus. With the incident 
officially closed, Nace left Camp Devens on June 28 
for his home in Harrisburg, Pa. 


It was pointed out, however, that an acquittaf would 
not necessarily solve the riddle. It might not mean 
that the authorities believed his story, but simply that 
they were unable to disprove it. Some of the skeptical 
officers remained unconvinced, but they confessed, with 
symptoms of awe, that if Nace invented a romance it 
was one that would rank as aclassic, unique in 
that it was so stanchly built as to hold water without 
a single leak under the severest strain. 


The enigma of this “strangest war story yet told” 
hangs upon the whereabouts of Private Nace during 
the five months from May to October of last year. It 
Was agreed that on May 24 he vanished from Camp 
Devens, and that one morning in October he turned up 
at Camp Story, Va., barefooted and dripping from the 
sea. The military authorities scoured heaven and 
earth to find some trace of his presence during that 
time. But not a vestige of the fugitive could they 
discover. 

Having not a scrap of evidence of their own to fill 
up the lacuna of five months, the courtmartial had no 
alternative but to listen to Nace’s own account. They 
found that there was placed before them, to take or 
leave, an international melodrama of espionage which 
E. Phillips Oppenheim and Louis Joseph Vance are 
probably kicking themselves for not having invented. 


To sum the story up briefly before Nace is called 
upon to give the details, the solemn tribunal was asked 
to believe that German agents could kidnap an Amer- 
ican soldier within 200 yards of the sentries at a popu- 
lous military cantonment like Camp Devens; that 
they could, unmolested, drive their prisoner in a truck 
tc the shore of Long Island; that they could there de- 
liver him to a German U-boat; that the Germans main- 
tained a submarine base on the South Atlantic coast; 
and that at this base Nace was held a captive for sev- 
eral months. 

The motive for his seizure Nace explained as the de- 
sire of the Germans to lay hands on plans he had drawn 
for an airplane of improved design; his escape he at- 
tributed to an explosion on the submarine which freed 
him to swim two miles to shore. With impassive 
features, the expression changing to a smile only when 
some question with destructive possibilities was flung 
at him. the soldier related his narrative under the ex- 
amination of his attorney, Lieut. Francis M. Flanna- 
gan 

“Tl was born at Maryville, Pa.,”’ he said, “and was 24

years old April 24 last. 1 completed the eighth grade 
of the township school. My brother, Charles W. Nace, 
lives at Brookings, S. D.; my sister, Mrs. H. A. Maiers, 
at Colon, Panama, and another sister, Mrs. C. E. Miller, 
at Harrisburg, Pa. (Government agents sought in vain 
to establish that Nace spent his A. W. O. L. time with 
any of these relatives.) 

“IT worked as a mechanic, and finally went into avia- 
tion. I began my experience with the Curtiss Aviation 
Corporation at Newport News, Va. (The witness pro- 
duced an air club certificate, No. 792.) ‘My total fly- 
ing experience was between 200 and 225 hours. I! also 
learned something about installing motors on battle- 
ships while working for various companies. I was a 
civilian flying instructor at Mineola and Call Field, 
near Wichita, Kan. 

“It was at Mineola that I first met a man who called 
himself Rudolph Greghoen. He had been watching the 
f!vying, and afterwards asked me to ride back with him 
in his automobile: We discussed flying, and I told 
him of my own ideas about a giant triplane, to surpass 
in power and speed anything then -made. He had a 
considerable sum of money with him. | afterwards 
corresponded with him at New York and Charlestown, 
Mass 

‘“l was inducted into the service in Brooklyn on April 
28, 1918, and was sent to Camp Upton. Greghoen came 
to see me there on May 19. He told me he was using 
his influence in Washington to get me a commission in

the aviation service, and also that he was willing to 
finance my new airplane. 

“The next day I was transferred to Camp Devens, 
being assigned to F Battery, 301Ist Field Artillery. On 
May 23 Greghoen came there and told me | had been 
recommended for a commission. | made an engage- 
ment to meet him the next night. 

“On May 24 we were ordered to dispose of our civilian 
clothing and property that was not Government issue 
within 24 hours. I packed my handbag and took it to 
Ayer, to express it home. 

“The bag contained my airplane plans, drawn in ink 
on six sheets of paper, 16 by 20 inches. One of the in- 
novations was to be in the material and pitch of the 
propellers. I estimated that if the scheme worked out 
it would be worth several millions of dollars to me. 

“On the way to the express office I met Greghoen, in 
his automobile. We went for a ride, and when we 
returned the express office was closed. He said he 
would take the bag to Boston and check it for me 
there. It was night as we drove back, and he let me 
out at the railroad tracks. As I walked on | saw a 
truck by the roadside, and with my flashlight saw it 
was marked ‘merchandise. I heard a whistle and a 
rustle in the bushes, and something hit me on the 
head. When I came to | was in the rear of an automo- 
bile, gagged and handcuffed, inside a box. 


“Two men were on the seat of the car, and I over- 
heard them talking. One was Greghoen and the other 
he called ‘Louis.’ I learned they were taking me.to 
Long Island to deliver me over to a German subma- 
rine. There were.paper and pencil in my blouse pocket, 
and using my flashlight, I lay on the floor and wrote a 
note. Then I sprung the door of the box open and 
threw the note out.” 

“How could you write when you were handcuffed?” 
was the question that leaped at him from one of the 
judges. 

Nace smiled. A pair of handcuffs was snapped on 
his wrists and he was told to write. He sat on a table 
in the courtroom, his legs spread apart, tugged away 
until he pulled paper and pencil from his pocket, and 
then scribbled a note which he said was, so far as he 
could remember, of the same wording as that which 
he dropped from the truck. It read: 

“From. Paul L. Nace to Commanding Officer, Camp 
Devens. 
“Subject: 1 have been kidnaped. 

“May 24, 1918.—I have been taken by German secret 
service men and placed in a box on an automobile 
marked ‘merchandise. I| overheard a conversation 
between two men on the seat, that | was taken for my 
experience on marine and aircraft production and of 
air service in general, and | am to be placed on a gub- 
marine off South Beach at 2 a. m. tonight. Notify the 
Navy Department to scout for submarines off the coast. 
I will hold out till the last breath. 

“PAUL L. NACE.” 

(Testimony was later given that a note similar to 
this had about the end of May reached the headquar- 
ters of the Seventy-sixth Division and had been filed 
in the camp records, but could not now be found.) 

“With your fettered hands,’ he was asked, “you un- 
buttoned your coat to get at your biouse pocket?” 

“No,” was the reply. “‘My coat was unbuttoned be- 
fore | was knocked down by the blow.” 

“The men heard my movements,” Nace continued, 
“and stopped the car. They took the gag out of my 
mouth and asked if I were hungry. They gave me 
sandwiches and something to drink.

“we could play my violoncello octet.” It appeared 
that he had, for fun, composed such a freak work.

bass player in the Symphony Orchestra. The effect 
of this moving composition, all upon instruments so 
eloquent, was such that the players themselves almost 
lost command of their feelings. 

The experiment was such a triumph that shortly 
afterwards it was repeated, with Mrs. Georgia Lee 
Cunningham as vocal soloist. Accompanied by six 
violoncellos, she sang the soprano aria from Mozart's 
“Ii Re Pastore,’ which had never been done in 8t. 
Louis before, and the music of which was brought to 
her from Europe by George Heerich. The first piano- 
player recital in this city was given at Memorial Hall. 

The Ethical Society of St. Louis first began its Sun- 
day meetings at Memorial Hall during the winter of 
1888-1889, and continued to meet there for eight months 
of each year until 1912, when it removed to its new 
building, the Sheldon Memorial Auditortum, on Wash- 
ington avenue, near Grand. From 1888 until his death 
in 1907, the founder, Walter L. Sheldon, was the leader 
and conducted the meetings, either speaking himself 
or inviting prominent men from out of town. During 
the four years following his death the society had no 
definite leader, until, in 1911, Percival Chubb was called 
to take charge. He officiated at Memorial Hall for 
one year. 

During Mr. Sheldon’s lifetime the building was a 
beautiful and dignified place, containing the busts of 
old Greek philosophers on pedestals, and with por- 
traits of eminent St. Louisans on the walls. One passed 
through a vestibule which contained interesting repro- 
ductions of sculpture of all ages, while upstairs and 
down the walls were hung with paintings, engravings 
and etchings. Once a month, after the Sunday morn- 
ing exercises, members of the Ethical Society were 
privileged to visit the art galleries upstairs from 12:30 
to 1 p. m.

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All During the War 


RK takes two or three men to stage the Florida 
plan, and it is designed to insure profitable returns. 
“ihe victim is usually selected in advance and the men 
who look after this important detail are not in the 
habit of picking one of smal! means. Once he is chosen 
ror the slaughter, the street man strikes up an ac- 
quaintance and walks along with him engaging him 
the while in conversation, calculated to remove any 
suspicion he may entertain that he is about to be 
buncoed. All at once the victim is led to a spot where 
he suddenly picks up a pocket book another member of 
the gang has dropped, just where he would be sure to 
find it. This is opened and found to contain a hundred 
dollars or so in bills, also a great number of stock cer- 
tificates with gold seals attached, as well as papers of 
undoubted private character. There are cards in the 
case neatly engraved and they disclose the name and 
address of the owner. The steerer then suggests that 
they take the pocketbook to the address indicated and 
the finder, being an honest man, in most cases assents. 
They go to a neatly appointed office and are fairly 
overwhelmed with the thanks of the man who claims 
the book. 

He insists on the finder keeping the money as a 
slight evidence of his gratitude and then he launches 
into a long speech telling what the loss of the stock 
certificates would have been to him had they not been 
found by an honest man. The honest man is then 
shown some private letters telling how such a mine or 
oil property, represented by the stock, had prospects 
that would make even a bonanza look insignificant. It 
then happens, and very often, too, that the finder is 
permitted to purchase some of the good stock, and when

Only the walls were left, and part of the roof fell in. 
Thereupon the Washington University Corporation de- 
cided, with the consent of ther Crow heirs, to replace 
the old Art Museum with a modern commercial build- 
ing. 

The income is to be used for establishing a fund to 
be known as the Wayman Crow Fund, for the advance- 
ment of art and its teaching. Chancellor Hall, in dis- 
cussing the change, said a few days ago: 

“as this fund, under the terms of the improvement 
of the property, will become very lucrative, it in time 
will provide instruction in art for thousands of students 
through its support of the School of Fine Arts, and will 
keep alive for all time the memory of Wayman Crow.”

OT even the greatest war of all time 
and its consequent drain on the Amer 
ican purse in the loan campaigns and 
numerous drives for necessary relief 
work under many auspices, restrained 
the activities of the confidence men, who 
play upon the credulity of mankind. In 
a recent statement, William A. Pinkerton, head of the 
detective agency which bears his name, estimated the 
amount gathered in by these bunko artists in 1918 at 
fully $10,000,000, despite the unprecedented call that 
was made on the savings of every Man, woman and 
child in the United States. 

His observation also showed that these shrewd op- 
erators who are contigually devising new schemes for 
separating gullible humanity from its capital, never 
granted an armistice at any stage. The call on the 
patriotism of the people found these leeches impervious 
to any such feeling; they knew the frailty of their fel- 
low men to jump at the opportunity to annex money 
without working for it; to incline the ear to a gilded 
prospect that bore the earmarks of the “sure thing,” 
and to part with goodly sums of money without the 
formality of getting a report on the status of the peo- 
ple who had such glittering chances to offer. 

That human nature is woefully weak in this respect 
is the reason why confidence operators thrive, why 
even penitentiary sentences never wean them from the 
pursuit of the “easy mark’ whose tribe seems to keep 
ou increasing, even though the literature of crime 
fairly bulges with the wreckage of such victims. It 
is scarcely to be wondered at, then, that the confidence 
man figures if he does not get the money from such 
persons, someone else will, and that it is up to him to 
let no prospect get away and fall into the clutches 
of some rival in the profession. 

The higher efficiency which has been applied to 
nearly all professions and lines of business, has even 
been extended to the confidence game. Years ago it 
was the custom to work only on farmers and others 
who might class as unsophisticated, but that is all dif- 
fcrent now, Pinkerton declares. The really clever 
“con” man no longer seeks such quarry, but, obeying 
the larger impulse, seeks big prospects, and when he 
“makes a turn’”’ the yield is something worth while. 
Accordingly there are confidence men now living in 
sumptuous style, with motor cars, well-gowned women 
assistants and attractive home or hotel surroundings. 
They have been known to clean up as much as $100,000 
in a single transaction and many who have fallen into 
the toils in recent years were found, on investigation, 
to have very large bank accounts. 

St. Louis has had its share of confidence men, but 
their operations in recent years, so far as police records 
go, can hardly be considered as highly profitable. But 
the hauls made by these polished deceivers are not al- 
ways called to the attention of the police, as it hap- 
pens quite frequently that the victims are in no mood 
to cry out their distress to the passing policeman, who 
might make the heart-rending details known to the 
public. A banker or other business man, who enjoys 
the reputation of a wizard in his home place, is cer- 
tainly in no position to have the people in that same 
town learn how neatly he was fleeced when he got 
away from his own reservation, only to fall into the 
pitfalls of the big city. 

Sometimes there are added reasons why he should 
become a stoic and bear his loss in silence, as some 
of the smoothest sharps employ feminine aids, who 
are handsome and otherwise adapted to play the vamp 
in real life. When the money is annexed by the con- 
fidence crew, the man who shows a disposition to 
call in the police only too often discovers that he has 
led himself into a very embarrassing situation, in 
which he is threatened under the op- 
eration of the Mann act. Many an 
irate victim has been quickly brought 
to an attitude of discreet silence and 
even resignation when “the lady in 
the case” began throwing out hints 
about what she might tell, if she 
wanted to be right mean. The use of 
women accomplices is becoming more 
common, as they lend safety as well 
as grace to the game. These same 
aids furnish potential blackmail pos- 
sibilities besides. 

Another reason why other victims 
prefer to hold their peace is the ig-

from grace as to come under the influ- 
nee of drink as a prelude to his shearing by 
the confidence men. Being schooled in all the phases 
of their trade, the operators are never at a loss to find 
a way to wiggle out of most of their predicaments. 
But even the best of them get caught and then it is 
sometimes difficult te get the witnesses to take the 
stand and tell how they were lured and fleeced. 

One of the most notable of the cases involving St 
Louisans was that in which Henry Gallant, a wealthy 
Market street pawnbroker, fell into the hands of the 
shearers. When he got through figuring, his losses 
were given as $58,000. Unlike some of the others who 
met with similar misfortune, he was not averse to 
making all the details public. He has been active in 
the prosecution of the gang which lured him to New 
York, and only recently caused the arrest of Frank 
Thompson, alias Cherry, one of the most noted of the 
“big store” operators in that city. Thompson had just 
finished a term in one of the New York State peni- 
tentiaries, and as soon as he stepped out there was 
Gallant and an officer ready with another wamrant 
which landed him back in a cell. Thompson, accord- 
ing to Gallant, got more of his money than any of the 
rest of the gang, not less than $38,000 of the whole 
amount passing into his pockets. 

Gallant's dealing with the Thompson syndicate be- 
gan in the fall of 1915 and the denouement came aout 
four or five months later. He was induced on one of 
his trips to New York to visit Thompson's apartment, 
where he found many evidence of wealth, if not regal 
splendor. The furnishings were fairly dazzling and 
impressed Gallant most vividly. Those who were doirm, 
the steering then told him how Thompson worked it 
and there were exhibits in the apartment to prove 
what they were saying. There were gold cigarette 
cases and match boxes lying on the table, engraved in 
artistic style and they were there for their effect on 
the impressionable, as the lettering told that they had 
been presented to Thompson by such close friends as 
John Jacob Astor, J. Pierpont Morgan and other mil- 
lionaire friends. 

Then the whole secret was whispered to Gallant. 
Thompson was regularly invited to sit in all the poker 
games which such men of wealth were represented as 
being in the habit of getting up, just to while away 
time, and it was asserted that with all the tricks of 
the game that he could employe, if he felt in that hu- 
mor, one could easily win a fortune. Gallant was told 
also that these rich men would never miss a few hun- 
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dred thousand, if not a million or so, and that it was 
about time for Thompson to break up the game by 
cleaning these men, who, while long on Wall street 
lore, avere as infants in the hands of a skilled player 
in a poker game. Of course, it was necessary for 
Thompson to go into the game with a large capital, 
as these Napoleons of finance had little time for a 
“piker. ° 

This hint was not overlooked by the St. Louis pawn- 
broker, who had plenty of money lying idle in St. 
Louis banks, as well as goodly real estate holdings. 
There were other conferences and Thompson was re- 
moved from the “piker’ classification by large cash 
advances to finance his plan of teaching the New York 
millionaires that they were not as skilled at poker 
as they were at other money-making pursuits. The 
otner men who attended these little gatherings were 
also expected to heip swell the Thompson exchequer, but 
the details that came out in the final recital indicated 
that Gallant had a monopoly in the producing end, 
The others who were so keen for fleecing the New 
Yorkers were well-trained confederates. The only 
St. Louis man in this case aside from Gallant was 
George R. Pohlman, son of a former Sheriff and Ke- 
ri blican leader here, who, according to the police rec- 


ords, was sentenced to Blackwell's Island Prison in 
1916 for wire-tapping. Pohlman, it appears, accompa- 
nied Gallant on his visits to the Thompson apart- 


ments and helped to convince him that the plan was 
well worth underwriting. 

There was another case of two brothers who have 
made a comfortable fortune in the liquor business, 
which they inaugurated in St. Louis some years ago. 
Charles Diehr, with? about a half-dozen other names, in- 
duced these whisky merchants to accompany him on an 
Fastern trip to see for themselves how’easy it was for 
a emart man to get money from others without rising 
his liberty. The liquor men were shown a lot of lit- 


erature and met the business associates of Diehr, 
whereupon they returned to St. Louis wearing ex- 


pressions that indicated a feeling of disgust. They did 
not tell how much the trip had cost them, and they 
never indicated the same zeal for a complete vindica- 
tion of the law that has characterized the demeanor of 
the Market street pawnbroker. They, it seems, pre- 
ferred to suffer in silence, as has been the case with 
many other presumably keen business men who walked 
into palpable traps. 

Most of the big confidence men of the country have 
been in St. Louis at different times, and the records of 
the Bureau of Identification tell that many of them 
were arrested and in some cases sent to cities where 
they were particularly desired, but very few large 
operations were attempted here. Chief 
of Detectives John P. Hannegan was 
for many years assigned to this class 
of detective work before his elevation 
to his present rank, and arrested a 
number of the most skilled confidence 
men in the country. Some of thes 
were in the celebrated Mabray gang, 
which made a specialty of fake foot- 
races, prize fights and horse races. This 
gang had ramifications reaching 
through many states and numbered its 
victims by the thousands. It was al- 
Ways an easy matter to get possession 
of a roll of bills covering an itching 
palm to bet on a “fixed” race, when. the 
bettor had every reason to believe that, 
even though the whole scheme was 
crooked, there was no chance for him 
to lose. But he did lose every time, 
and that’s why the Mabray list of 
“Mikes” looked so formidable when it 
was published following one of the 
successful raids on the organization. 

Private detective agencies, which 
have to be supported, have no particu- 
lar reason to deplore the fact that 
there are confidence men who prosper 
and therefore an inexhaustible supply 
of material on which such talent feeds, 
for the very good reason that many of 
these cases are passed to the special, 
or unofficial, organizations, which 
combat crime.
